In 19 07 , the Board of City Trusts, 
which was custodian of theFranklin 
fund, tum<*d ov er the money , about 
$133,000, to the Franklin 'Institute, 
for use by the latter institution in 
its fund to erect a memorial building 
on the new Philadelp hia Parkway in 
memory of Franklin.

at large a handsome little building. 


'Franklin made a bequest of 925,- 


000 known as 
the "Dr. Fran'klin 


Fund for Loans to Young Married 
Artificers." The bequest was made 
in 1790, and in making it, Franklin 
looked 200 years ahead, estimating 
what Ihe total would be in 1890 and 
1990. 


By his process of calculation, 


Franldin estimated the fund would 
be $665,000 at the «nd of the first 
100 years, Init it fell far short-of 
this -figure, reacting but $89,883.95. 


Several reasons are advanced for 


the failure of the fund to reach the 
amount Franklin 
had 
expected in 


1890, but the principal one is 
that 


fhe "young married artificers'1 fail- 
ed to borrow as often as he had ex- 
pected, due probaWy to the restrict- 
ions. Later the restrictions 
were 


made less drastice in an effort to get 
jthe money out -to borrowers, 
with 


the result that less attention was 
paid to character and responsibility 
and frequently the 'loan and interest, 
were uoth lost. 


The terms laid down by Franklin 


were characteristic. They were dic- 
jtatcd by sound business judgment. 


I He decreed that the loans should not 
jbe more than sixty pounds sterling, 
inor less than fifteen pounds. Bor- 
| rowers- were -required to pay eat* 
year interest at five percent togeth- 
er with ten per cent of the prinei- 
,'pal until the loan was paid off. It 
jwas with the expectation that the 


i entire fund would be kept busy that 
Franklin made his 
estimates 
of 


what the total 
would be in 
102 


years. 


'Franklin did not intend the entire 


fund to be continued for loans after 
1890, Tiut that in that year 100,000 
pounds be turned over to the city of 
Philadelphia to ''bring the waters of 
the Wissahicken Creek ito the city 
and for pniblic improvements, such 
as aqueducts, fortifications, etc." 


Tn 1907, the Board of City Trnsta, 


which was custodian of theTYanklin, 
fund, turned over the money, about 
$133,000, to the Franklin institute, 
for nse by the latter institution in 
its fund to erect a memorial building 
on the new 'Philadelphia Parkway in 
memory of Franklin.

spirit of co-opera'tiou

been developed by the war. The big- 
gest thing the American 
army has 


to its credit — and we admit that the 
Americans won Ithe 
war — is that 


they lost their identity by being 
brigaded with the 'French and Brit- 
ish. , They were willing to sacrifice 
their personal glory for the good of 
the cause. 
We know now that the 


allies could have 
won the war in 


1S16 if the command had been pro- 
perly co-ordinated instead of each 
army pulling off its own little show. 


"The experiencee of the war have 


taught us not only to tolerate those 
who differ with us, 
bnt to respect 


the opinion of others. 
The return- 


ing men will have a gicat influence 
in bringing about the spirit of uni- 
son among 
our 
churches because 


the soldiers coming home will not be 
willing to come back to the old con- 
ditions if they can not worship with 
the men thev served with."
